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Open Burning Policy for the City of West Des Moines

The only open burning allowed in the City of West Des Moines is as follows: Only grills with a grate for
the fuel (untreated wood or charcoal) and a grate for cooking food with food being cooked are allowed.
Electric and propane grills are exempt. Only permitted bonfires that a permit from the Fire Prevention
Bureau (FPB) has issued are allowed. Permitted bonfire/prairie grass burns will have an email go out to
the emergency services group prior to the event with the date, time, responsible party name and cell
phone number along with a note that the event maybe cancelled by FPB due to weather conditions.

The State of lowa does not allow open burning within eleven cities in the State to include West Des
Moines, Clive, and Urbandale. The State does allow recreational fires in these cities but Polk County
Department of Health has a more restrictive code that does not allow the use of outdoor fireplaces or
grills unless they are used solely for the purpose of non-commercial preparation of food.

Since the City of West Des Moines is in more than one county, the most restrictive code shall apply for
the entire city.

Citations for open burning fall under the IFC 2015 Section 307.2 Permit required. The IFC states that
recreational fires are allowed in section 105.6.32. In the adopted Fire Code, the exemption for
recreational fire in section 105.6.32 has been deleted to comply with the Polk County Code.
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
